HANGING WAS TOO GOOD. 
He also declared that the people had assem- 
bled to summon parliament to relieve the dis- 
tress of the British workmen, that the people 
wanted the question settled at once, and 
peacefully if possible, otherwise revolution 
was inevitable. All this aggravated 
the excitement of the mob. 
The police re-formed with increased 
force and made another assault. 
They succeeded in forcing their way up to the 
pedestal. 
ANOTHER BRUSH. 
They reached this point just as the resolu- 
lions which had already been offered and seo- 
onded were about to be submitted to the mob 
for approval. The officersat once ordered 
the proceedings to de discontinued 
on the pedestal and commanded 
Burns and his colleagues to come down. This 
they refused to do, and the officers then 
dragged them down by force and drove them 
from the pedestal. It was evident that Burns 
expected thatthe application of force to him 
would precipitate a riot, andit was also ap- 
parent that the officers immediately en- 
gaged in removing the orator feared an attack, 
‘but the men composing the mob were not yet 
in fighting humor, and the mob contented 
itself for the time by hooting the police. The 
officers behaved admirably under this abuse 
and showed no resentment. 
THE MOB AT WORE. 
After their ejection, neither Mr. Burns nor 
any of his colleagues made any further 
attempts to get back. They at once 
left the scene and proceeded to 
the reform club building.

PISTOL AND TORCH. 


THE STRIKERS IN THE COKE REGION IN- 
AUGURATE A BLOODY RIOT. 


Workmen at the Henry Clay Coke Works 
Fired Upon by the Strikers—One ot the 
Strikers Fatally Wounded — The Tipple 
House at Mr. Sterling Fired—Other Works 
Attacked—A Reign of Terror Commenced. 


PITTSBURG,Pa., February 8.—A serious affray 
took place this morning at the Henry Clay 
coke-works of Frick & Co., near Bradford. 
About 300 strikers from Leisening marched this 
morning to the Henry Olay works, where a few 
men were at work. When the strikers 
appeared on the hill above the ovens 
they began firing on the workmen. They kept 
itup for some little time, but nobody was 
hurt. As they came nearer and their 
aim was better, several men were 
slightly injured. One of the men 
who was beaten by the strikers for refusing to 
quit work a day ortwoago returned the fire. 
He shot several times and hit one of the men, 
who fell and was carried off dy 
his companions, It is not known 
how badly he was injured. This returning of 
their fire infuriated the strikers, who set upon 
Willliam Soisson, the. foreman of the oven, 
and 


GAVE HIM A SEVERE BEATING. 

The man was left lying down unable to move 
or defend himself from stray kicks 
which the rioters gave him as they 
passed to and fro. The strikers then 
made an attack on the Tipple house, 
drove the men out of it and upset the office 
stove, which caused the building to 
be set on fire. The employes of 
the company made a plucky at- 
tempt to put out the fire and save the Tipple 
house, but were driven away by the strikers, 
who surrounded the Tippel house and guarded 
it until consumed. They allowed the com- 
pany’s employes to attempt to save the boilers 
after the Tipple was destroyed. The strikers 
did not attempt to burn anything, but after 
remaining at the works a short time longer 
they went to the Sterling works where they 
did some little damage and injured a couple of 
men. 

A couple of deputy sheriffs were at the 
Henry Olay ovens, but were powerless to do 
more than 

IDENTIFY SOME OF THE LEADERS. 

At Sterling Sheriff Steward met the strikers. 
He had about a dozen deputies with him. He 
made aspeech to the strikers and they seemed 
disposed to listen at first, but when 
he counseled them to avoid further violence, 
they hooted him and became very violent. Of 
course there was no use to try to make arrests 
against such odds. The mob then 
left for Scottdale, where they areto meet 500 
strikers and hold a mass meeting this after- 
noon. The loss to Frick & Co. by the burn- 
ing of the Tipple will be from $3,000 to $4,000. 
Wyatt, the coke charge, who shot at the 
strikers, is said to have been slightly wounded 
by a pistol ball and to have been badly 
beaten later. Information for riot, 
arsonand assault will be made against the 
strikers engaged inthe outbreak, and whole- 
sale arrests will take place at once. Frick & 
Co. denythe report that they intended re- 
placing the Hungarfans with Italians. 

PURTHER TROUBLE FEARED, 

The striker who was shot is an Italian named 
Saggi. The ball, a 38-caliber, passed under 
the edge of his right. shoulder blade and 
lodged in his body, inflicting what is 
believed tobeafatal wound. About twenty- 
five men were onthe slope when the tipple 
was fired and a number of them were 
badly scorched in getting out. Sey- 
eral cars standing on the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad,under the tipple, were partly 
burned. The trouble in the regions is be- 
lieved to be just commencing. The strikers 
propose to force all workmen out, and if they 
resist, loss of life and destruction to 
property is anticipated. The mass-meeting at 
Scottdale to-day is largely attended. Upto2 
p. m. over $300 had been donated to the 
strikers by the merchants of Scottdale.

WasHrneros, D. O., February 8.—The 
labor committee reported to the house this 
morning a most comprehensive amendment to 
the eight-hour law. It provides that ‘‘hereafter 
eight hours shall constitute a day’s work 
for all laborers, ' workmen, mechanics, 
and all other persons who are now, or who 
may hereafter be, employed in manual or 
clerical labor in the civil service, by 
or on behalf of the government of 
the United States, whether they be paid 
er diem or by salary; that persons employed 
by or on behalf of the government of the 
United States shall not receive less com- 
pensation for a legal day’s work as 
the same ig herein defined, than 
the rate of wages paid for an or- 
dinary day’s labor of similar character 
by private employers in the respective 


localities in which the government employes 
may be at work. This law is also to apply 
to all contractors doing 7 work. 
The penalty for violation of this law is a fine 
in any sum not exceeding $1,000. 


Labor Legislation. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., February 8.—The com- 
mittee on labor will to-day report to the house 
a substitute for a number of bills introduced, 
seeking to regulate the employment of convict 
labor, eto. The bill is the most comprehen- 
sive that has ever been framed on this subject. 
It prohibits, first, the employment of convict 
labor on public buildings or works by the gov- 
ernment or its agents. This includes river 
and harbor improvement or any other work 
undertaken by the government. It prohibits, 
second, the use by any government 
agent or officer, or any contractor 
working under the government, of 
any material which is even remotely 


the product of convict labor; it prohibits, 
third, the employment on any public build - 
ings or works of alien labor, that is of labor - 
ers who are not bona fide residents of the 
United States within the meaning of the law, 
who have not taken out their first naturaliza- 
tion papers. This last provision, it will be 
seen, covers in a manner the Chinese ques- 
tion. It is intended also for the regulation of 
the system in vogue in lake cities of importing 
Canadian labor at starvation wages. 


Warner’s Financial Bill.

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 8.—Represen- 
tative Warner of Ohio will to-day introduce 
the following bill: A bill to prevent the con- 
traction ofthe currency. Be it enacted, that 
whenever the volume of circulating notes of 
national banks shall fall below $303,318,984, by 
the redemption of national bank notes as pro- 
vided by section 4 of the act of June 20, 
1874,and amendments thereto,the secret of 
the treasury is authorized and required to 
issue United States notes redeemable in law- 
ful money in denominations a. nearly as may 
be of the bank notes redeemed in amount to 
keep the volume of paper currency at all 
times up toa total o ,000,000, including 
national hank notes, greenbacks and notes 
issued under this act, and such notes shail 
have the same legal tender power that is now 
given by law to national bank notes, and they 
may be deposited ~~ national banks with the 
treasurer of the United States as lawful 
money for the redemption of this outstanding 
circulation. - .

2 ietly and without attracting notice. Rice 

ad several men here with him and they can- 
vassed among the farmers in various sec- 
tions of Iowa, IIlinols and Missouri, 
for the sale of patent paint. 
The men would do theselling and Rice de- 
livered the goods and settled. It is alleged 
that the farmers generally understood that an 
order was given for two kegs, which turned 
out to be two casks, and that rather than be 
sued they usually settled by giving notes for 
the amount of $200 and upwards instead of $25, 
according to their recollection of the purchase. 

Rice’s swindling scheme was ventilated 
through the papers and he was compelled to 
get out of Keokuk and tne state to avoid un- 
pleasant consequences. During Rice’s ab- 
sence Kate Rice amused herself by see car- 
rying on intrigues with susceptible citizens, 
whic culmigated in Rice _ returning 
one night suddenly and finding his 
place occupied by a well-known citizen 
of Keokuk. Rice attempted to extort money 
by threatening to shoot and to ag the case

A FATAL HALLUCINATION. 


Mrs. Lizzie Durham, Rendered Insane by 
Anxiety, Commits Suicide.

Commercial Notes. 


With a couple of days’ thaw the inquiry now 
is, What isthe condition of the winter wheat 
crop? Where the snow has melted off 
sufficient to allow a fair examination of the 
growing plant, the verdict so far has been 

ood. Samples of the new crop received from

day were green and healthy-looking and 
could not promise any better than they did. 
However, there is stilltoo much snow on the 
ground to permit of a careful and tnorough 
examination of the plant, and reports re- 
ceived, whether good, bad or indifferent, 
should be received cum grano salis.——New 
York’s stock in store and afloat of wheat de- 
creased 285,000 bushels, which was a gréat dis-

‘‘and I'll tell you why. There is not a legit- 
imate order in New York and their export 
racket is a fraud.

They 
didn’t have to buy the wheat, but they bought 
enough options to secure themselves against 
loss on their freight room engagements; but 
I’ll bet they did lose money, pointing to the 
decline on the New York blackboard. ‘‘Wh 
Icould getup an export demand myself.

There was no pounding the market to do this, 
except with long wheat’’——Detroit’s stock of 
wheat, notwithstanding, her good milling de- 
mand, increased 11,000 bu, Minneapolis 
stock 45,000 bu and Duluth 385,000 bu, but 
Buffalo’s stock decreased 220,000 bu.—— 
Samuel & Sons private wire informs them: 
‘*Prime’s report this morning covers the early 
part of the past week. It states that winter 
Wheat is everywbere now covered with snow, 
and many sections of the country are in much 
better shape than at this time last year, nota- 
bly, the district south of the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi railroad. Some scattering reports of 
wheat fields being covered with ice before the 
heavy fall of snow last week have been re- 
ceived, but these were exceptions. ’’——The fol- 
lowing extract from a Bordeaux letter by last 
mail to Sebalter & Thoron, New York, is of im. 
portance and interest, both to the flourand 
the wheat trade, while it indicates a near de- 
mand from France for American wheat: ‘‘ Here 
the situation remains uncertain, although 
there is no doubt that stocks are very 
moderate and farmers’ deliveries excced- 
ingl small. This is true for the 
whole of France, and et flour, in- 
stead of advancing is weak and lower demands 
everywhere and not in accord with the prices 
of wheat. This is attributable to an excess of 
roduction. Most of the old mills have 
ncreased their capacity, and consumption 
has not kept pace with this increase of may 
Moreovar, with the new roller process, the 
succeed in producing fine flour with almost 
any kind of wheat, and naturally they do as 
much as possible without American wheat, 
which cannot yet be bought unless at a rather 
higher premium.

The great depression of trade in En- 
gland and Germany cannot be attributed 
to any pending legislation in behalf of 
silver. The depression in this country 
is shared by all the leading com- 
mercial and manufacturing countries of 
the world, and is ascribed by many shrewd 
observers to a continually appreciating 
tunit of account.’’ 

A continuous rise in the value of gold 
for years past has been correlated with a 
continuous decline inthe value of com- 
modities as measured by the money stand - 
ard. When men see that the tendency 
of market prices for all staples has been 
for years, and continues to be, downward, 
they buy as little as possible, because it is 
better to keep their money than to 
buy on a falling market. And of 
all countries in the world ours seems 
to be the least seriously affected or 
menaced by this bearish outlook for 
business, because our supply of the appre- 
ciating metal has been constantly increas- 


ing 


e now have 8600, 000, 000 of gold against 

200, 000, 000 in 1878. We have been gaining 
gold while we have been shipping silver 
abroad as a commodity. Last year weim- 
ported $8,398,000 more of gold than we ex- 
ported, and we exported $16,242,000 more 
of silver than we imported, and there is 
positively no reason to apprehend any 
immediate danger from the continued 
coinage of silver at the rate of $2,000,000 a 
month. It would take all the remaining 
years of the century, at that rate, to give 
usasmuch coined silver per capita as 
France now has. France has more gold 
than England and Germany both togeth- 
er, or at least the Bank of France holds 
£46,000,000 in gold, while the Bank of En- 
gland has but £20,000,000, and the Bank of 
Germany but £16,000,000, and still France 
has $14 of silver. per capita while 
we have but . The Netherlands keep 
$12.66 per capita of silver in cir- 
culation and Belgium . 22. Instead of 
driving gold out, silver has had appar- 
ently the opposite effect, both in France 
and the United States, and with only #4 
per capita of silver we have no reason to 
apprehend any bad effect for years to 
come from the continued coinage of only 
$2,000,000 per month. 

The thing that is depressing business 
here is the same thing that has produced 
depression throughout the commercial and 
industrial world; it is the general decline 
of prices which discourages investment 
and activity. Until the end of that de- 
cline is generally recognized there can be 
no general renewal of confidegce and 
business expansion. 


Mr. GLADSTONE has given further offense 
to the aristocratic Whig wing of his party 
by appointing a genuine working man, 
HENRY BROADHURST, as Under Secretary 
for the Home Department. This eleya- 
tion of a wage-earner to the ministry for 
the first time in the history of the coun- 
try is a natural and proper sequence of 
the suffrage extension, another well-won 
concession to British democracy.

Fire in a Chicago Dairy. 
From the Chicago Herald. 

The destruction of a Chicago dairy by fire on 
Thursday gave such people as were on the 
scene an opportunity to make anote ofthe 
harmless compounds used in the manufacture 
of fraudulent butter and cheese. The floors 
of the dairy were ‘‘well saturated with oil and 
grease,’’ and the flames spread rapidly. The 
‘adjoining slaughter houses and fertilizing 
establishments,’’ all frame buildings, were 
seriously threatened, but, owing tothe ac- 
tivity ofthe firemen, they weresaved. Just 
asthe firemen were entering the dairy the 
flames reached a room where oil was stored, 
and a deafening explosion occurred, several of 
the firemen being seriously injured. Aftera 
little several great tanks came crash- 
ing down into the basement, where were 
stored large quantities of oil, tallow, butter- 
ine, grease and chemicals. Pistol-like reports 
followed in rapid succession, and the flames 
leaped skyward.’’ T make sure that the fire 
would not reappear four steamers remained 
on the ground all day, deluging the ruins with 
water,and thus making ice, which will delay to 
some extent the excavation of the unconsumed 
grease and its re-manufacture into butter.

a Freight Train Breaks in Two and One 
of It Makes a Wreck of Poplar Street from 
second Street to the Levee—Narrow Escape 
of Several Individuals—Another Argument 
Against Surface Tracks. 
When day dawned this morning it disclosed 
a scene on Poplar street, from Second street to 
the river, of acharacter to make the heart of 
a railroad engineer sick and his mind appre- 
hensive. Between these two points the entire 
length of the street was a series of shattered 
houses, broken freight-cars, loose planks, 
jron rods twisted into every imaginable shape, 
car trucks and coal and piles of brick and 
mortar, that blocked up the sidewalks and 
completely stopped the usual heavy traffic 
ofthe street. The scene was another évi- 
dence of the wrecks which have become 
familiar to the people who reside on Poplar 
street and serves as an excellent example of 
the little inconveniences which occasionally 
m ythe serenity of the operation of a surface 
tradk. The accident occurred at a few min- 
utes before 2 o’clock this morning when the 
residents of the neighborhood were soundly 
wrapt in a sleep which was rudely 
awakened by the shock of the 
heavy freight cars battering in their 


doors, windows and walls. The train which 
caused the damage and disturbance was com- 
posed of sixty-freight ears, flat and box cars 
mixed, many of which were loaded and a few

empty. The train was carried by yard engine 
Lo“ 300 in the front, with John Mahony én- 
ineer and Hank Daly fireman,and engine No. 
06 in the rear, with William Dimert 
engineer, and Mike Shaughnessy, fireman, 
both of the Iron Mountain road. e switch 
ing of loaded freight trains is done mainly in 
the still hours of the night, for the reason that 
hard work is required oh the part of the en- 
gines, and as the thoroughfare is deserted 
towards-the small hours of the morning, the 
danger of collision with passing vehicles is 
diminished to a considerable extent. 
THE ACCIDENT. 

The manner of the accident was as follows: 
Atthe hour mentioned above the train was 
being switched from thé Union depot, the 
loaded cars to be switched into the southern 
yards of the Iron Mountain road, on the levee 
and Plum street, and afterwards 8 by 
the road to their consignees in the south, and 
the empty cars to be used in the yard for 
loading. When the body of the train crossed 
Fifth street the coupling pin connecting two 
cars about one-third the length of the train 
from the front engine, * i by a —— and 
about twenty-five cars slid down the 8 
eine smoothly and easily, leaving the b ce 
to follow as it would. The dynamic principles 
down Popular street are 
peculiar. They require that the front 
engine shall run on the reserve 
plan and that the engine in the 
rear shall put on a strong head of steam, thus 
équalizing the forces and maintaining an even 
rate ofspeed. It is this fact which accounts 
for the widespread destruction which ruins 
the face of Poplar street, such as it is, from 
Second street down.

“ALT VS. FOX. 


THE FORMER WINS THE FINAL ROUND IN 
THE SPEAKERSHIP FIGHT. 


Judge Thayer Decides that the House of 
Delegates Can Remove a Speaker at Will 
and Fill His Place-Ed Fox still Finds 
Consolation—Future Proceedings. 


Judge Thayer to-day announced his devision 
in the Fox quo warranto proceedings against 
Henry Alt, involving the latter’s right to hold 
the speaker’s chair of the house of delé- 
gates. The oourt overrules the de- 
murrer of Mr. Fox to the answer or 
return set up by Mr. Alt. After 
the decision was handed down, Mr. W. B. 
Thompson, in behalf ot Mr. Fox, asked leave 
vo answer the return and he intimated that the 
answer would deny the existence of a majority 
in the house the night of January 29, and would 
bring in issue the question of the adjourn. 
ment. The court granted leave for an answer 


to be filed to-morrow morning. It is probable 
that it may lead to testimony as to the facts, 
the law in the case having been disposed of in 
the decision on the demurrer, which was in 
substance as follows: 
THE DECISION, 
The first question is whether the speaker of 
the house of delegates holda that office b 
such title that he cannot be legally disposed 
by a majority vote of that body, unless he has 
h prior notice of the proceeding to 
remove bim, and reasonable 
ni to be heard on his efense. 
It is hardly necess to repeat what has 80 
often been decided, that the right of an officer 
to notice and toa hearing before sentence of 
deposition is pronounced , depends altogether 
upon the character of the tenure by which the 
office is held. In cases where an office 
is created, and AN. is given to some 
— — or 7 to lll the same and no par 
icular term of office is specified or grounds of 
removal defined, the power to depose the in- 
cumbent of such office is usually an incident 
of the power to appoint and may be exercised 
by the appointing power with- 
out notice or i. hearin for reasons 
that seem to be good andsufficient.

GRADUATES ON A STRIKE. 


„More Tickets or no Exercises,” Say the 
Paterson High School Scholars. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr arch. 

NEw Tonk, Februury 8.—Paterson is agitated 
by a strike, not an ordinary, vulgar strike 
where the object sougnt to be obtained is an 
increase of material wealth; not a strike in 
which poor, oppressed toilers demand that the 
hours of labor shall be lowered ; not a strike in 
which a majority of persons combine to de- 
mand the dismissal or their fellow workers. 


Oh, no. Patersonians have developediquite a 
good deal of original ideas and they have just 
applied one of them to the strike 
principle with a result that is certainly 
novel and unprecedented. The _ strikers 
are not horny handed sons of toil but high 
school graduates and the row proceeds from a 
feeling of dissatisfaction with the arrange- 
ments for the annual commencement exer- 
cises which take place next week. The com- 
mittee of teachers decided to give each gradu- 
ate six reserved seat tickets and ten ordinary 
tickets. This didn’t suit the young men and 
women.

The broad lines of melodrama, its sensa- 
tional incidents, and its dependence on plot, 
action and mechanical device are not the best 
qualities for the display of the artistic capa- 
bilities of a company. The artist in the unmis- 
takably outlined characters of the play has no 
chance to show the delicacy and fineness of his 


art; nevertheless, a melodrama by a company of 
artists is infinitely better than a melodrama by 
a company of sticks , and so the performance 
Taken from Lite, at the Grand stood out in 
strong relief last night from the performance 
of the average melo-dramatic companies. The 
drama was pitched in an artistic key and 
was without the usual blare, noise and garish 
quality of such performances. It was quiet, 
effective and finished. The company, while 
it was strong in leaders, was evenly balanced 
throughout, with scarcely any really defective 
and weak points. Each character was in its 
way cleverly developed. Even the bits of minor 
character were given distinctive coloring, such 
for jnstance, as Charlies Wheatleigh’s William 
a ie which wasa fine piece of work, or 
J. W. Hague’s Joe Gallon. Joseph Wheelock 
as Walter Lee repressed himself to such an 
easy, quiet, natural tone that he sacrificed 
effects which he might have gained by yielding 
to the impulse to be loud rather than artistic. 
There might be some question as to the style 
of villain that Barton Hill gave, but he was at 
least conscientious and capablg, and Harry 
Hawk made a clever comedy“ character of 
Titus Knott.

A much worse performance would have been 
redeemed by the presence in the cast of Marie 
Wainwright. Aside from the artistic supe- 
riority of her work, which is true and fine, 
there is a subtle charm about the woman, 
which, while it is not easily described is readily 
acknowledged and is full of magnetic in- 
fluence. This charm is perhaps a combination 
of qualities—delicate sensibility, refinement, 
gentle womanliness and artistic instincts. 
Without the suggestion of physical strength 
or robyst vigor it is penetrative, per- 
vasive and powerful. She illustrates 
the ower of woman as distinguished 
from that of man, the influence of gentleness 
and womanliness. Her voice has that earnest 
ring and exquisite quality which suggests 
tears; that pleading tone which seems to echo 
the vibration of the tenderest chords of the 
heart; her mouth is full of mobility and ex- 
pression, and the quiver of her lips seems the 
outward symbol of the inward emotion, ofthe 
ruthiess tearing of affection’s clinging ten- 
drils. Miss Wainwright has rare emotional 
qualities; those whicb in scorn command ad- 
miration, in joy invite sympathy, and in grief 
compel compassion. In her love scenes she 
is charming and attractive. Louise Muldener 
did some bright and clever work as Bella Gray- 
stone, and Einma Maddern was fairly effective 
as Mary Maguire. 1 

Anything that presents the plumber in his 
true aspect, as he is viewed by the public at 
large, is sure to be popular, and Hoyt's knack 
of satirizing and ridiculing character types 
shows in excellent shape in‘ A Tin Soldier.“ 
The piece has been toned down and changed 
to advantage since its last visit, and it went to 
even greater appreciation than before at 
Pope’s last night, and to an immense house. 
Amy Ames emphasized her hit in Violet, which 
is the most finished and artistic characteriza- 
tion in the piece and pretty and clever Rachel 
Booth, Victoria Reynolds, Fanny Batchelder, 
Isabella Coe, and James Powers as Rats, Geo.

TELL-TALE TEETH. 


Another Clew to the Identity of the Trunk 
Horror Victim. 

A Post-DISPATOH reporter submitted to 
Circuit Attorney Clover this morning an item 
from the Oakland (Cal.) Tribune, to the effect 
that Dr. Burnette, a dentis of that city, who 
had filled several of OC. ArthurPreller’s teeth in 
March, 1878, had been requested by the de- 


ceased’s relatives to supply them with partio- 
ulars regarding the work he had done. The 
fact that Dr. Burnette had done the 
work was discovered through the me- 
dium of a receipted bill found amon 
Mr. Preller’s effects and at once communicate 
to their lawyers by the claimants for the life 
insurance made y Preller in behalf of his 
family, who are said to be in very needy cir- 
cumstances. On hearing from these lawyers 
Dr. Burnette examined his books and dis- 
covered the entry for the work hehad done 
for Mr. Preller, of which fact he at once mailed 
a notification to the claimants’ counsel. Mr. 
Clover, referring to the subject, said: 

„»The evidence of that California dentist 
promises to be very important. At the time 
the inguest was in progress I asked the cor- 
oner to take pains to discover whether or 
not the teeth bore any marks leading 
to the identification of the deceased. 
I Suggested to him the probability of some of 
the dead man’s teeth having been pulled, and 
mentioned the importance of such a fact, if 
established. He reported to me later that an 
examination of the dead man’s teeth had been 
made, but had revealed no traces offdentist’s 
operations or other mark worthy of note. The 
question now is whether the examination 
made by the coroner or his assistants may not 
have been a superficial one.“ 

Cannot another examination be made?“ 

**Oertainly, and so it will be.’’

As soon as I receive this I 
shall have a full and careful examination of 
the teeth made by a local dentist, whose re- 
port upon such dental work as he may there 
discover, I shail compare with the report made 
by Dr. Burnette. If these reports tally I think 
no sane person will doubt that the man found 
in the trunk at the Southern hotel was C. 
Arthur Preller.’’ 

But if the local dentist does not discover 
in the dead man’s teeth marks corresponding 
to the work done by the California dentist?’’ 

Then it will be clear that the man whom 
Maxwell murdered and packed away is other 
than Preller; that is all. The prosecution is 
by no means bound to prove the identity of 
the deceased.’’

The Chinese Quarters of Seattle, Washing- 
ton Territory, Raided. ° 
SEATTLE, W. T., February 8.—The long de- 


ferred Chinese trouble culminated here yes- 
terday. 


The withdrawal of the troops some weeks 
ago gave the impression that all agitation was 
over, but yesterday’s developments show an 
undercurrent to have been quietly at work. 

A committee, ostensibly for ascertaining 
whether the sanitary regulations were prop- 
erly observed, began its work this morning by 


visiting the houses of Chinatown. When the 
occupants appeared at the door in 
answer to their summons, they were en- 
gaged in conversation, while a crowd 
would enter the house and pack the contents 
upon a wagon that would appear at that junct- 
ure. The Chinamen were then put upon the 
wagon with their goods and driven tothe 
ocean dock where the een of the Pacific 
was lying ready to sail for San Francisco. 

The authorities were totally unprepared for 
the movement. The lice generally sided 
with the crowd. Sheriif McGraw soon arrived 
and commanded the mob to disperse, but | 
without effect. At 10 o’clock Gov. Sꝗ uire, who 
is in the city, issued the following 


PROCLAMATION: 


To the People of Washington Territory: Whereas, 
— 5 represented to me by the City of Seattle, as fol-

Hon. W. C. Squire: Sm— The Chinese residents 
of this city are being unlawfully removed from this 
city by a mob unlawfully gathered together. The 
authority of the city is not sufficient to keep tne 
peace or preserve order. Iappeal to you-for aid and 
assistance. 

Signed) **HENRY L. VESLER, Mayor. 

Now, therefore, I, Watson C. Squire, Governor of 
Washington Territory, do hereby publish this, my 
Ir warning all sons to desist from 

reach of the peace. and that peaceably disposed 
persons shall retire to their homes, except such per- 
sons as are disposed to assist the sheriff and the duly 
constituted civil authorities in making law and order, 
and I request all persons who are disposed to assist in 
maintaining order to enroll themselves under the 
sheriff immediately, for that purpose. Further- 
more, I order the military of this city to place them- 
selves under arms, and the commanding oflicers of 
such companies report forthwith to the sheriff, for 
— tw gn of rendering him military asssistance, if 
need be, in maintaining the law. 

Done at Seattle, this 7th day of February, 1886.

TROOPS ASKED FOR.

An immense mob is forcing the Cninese to leave 
Seattie. The civil authorities are arming posse com- 
itatus to protectthem. A serious contiict is probable. 
I respectfully request that United States troops be im- 
mediately sent to Seattle. The troops at Port Town- 
send can arrive soonest, and probably will be suffi- 
client. I have issued a proclamation.

A CRUEL MURDEB. 


Mrs. Lippert of Millstadt Beaten to Death 
with a Rock. 

Mrs. Louisa Lippert, a woman of 50 years of 
age, the wife of Fred Lippert, a German labor- 
er, was murdered Saturday evening in het 
home in Millstadt, seven miles southwest of 
Belleville, in the most cruel manner. The 
murder occurred between 6 and 9p. m., and 
was perpetrated with a flint rock of about four 


pounds in weight. The woman was sitting at 
a table eating her supper when the murderer 
crept behind her, and with one mighty blow 
crushed her skull and let out her brains. She 
fell tothe floor and remained there until her 
husband, who had been visiting a neighbor, 
returned. He found heralive, but unconscious, 
and immediately summoned medical assis- 
tance.

Suspicion is strongly di- 
rected against Lippert for the reason 
that it is known that Lippert at 
one time said would give $50 
to have wife put out of the 
way. Lippert, in his testimony before the 
coroner yesterday, said that at the time of the 
murder he was at the house of August Schultz, 
a neighbor, whither he went at 6 o’clock, di- 
rectly after eating supper, and after havia 
left his wife at the supper table. At9 o’cloc 
he left Schultz’s with a friend named Schell- 
haus and, going into his own house, he found 
the door open, the lamp out and his wife’s 
body on the floor in a pool ot blood. He ran 
out and informed Schellhaus, who lived 200 
feet away, that his wife had cut her throat, 
and then ran for a doctor. The coroner ex- 
amined a great many witnesses, but few im- 
— facts were brougut out. Schellhaus, 
he neighbor who walked home with Lippert, 
said that while Lippert was at Shultz’s he ap- 
peared to be very nervous and excessively 
agitated. He was outforfiveor ten minutes 
between 7and9. Mrs. Lippert had evidently 
been killed about 70’clock. Schelihaus be- 
lieved that Lippert was the murderer, The 
coroner adjourned the jury until to-day.

William Dorsheimer, United States District 
Attorney for New York, Resigns. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

New YorK, February 8.—Mr. William Dors- 
heimer was nominated by the president to 
succeed Mr. Elihu Root as United States at- 
torney for this district in July last, His nom- 
ination is still before the senate, and recent 
advices have made it certain that he had no 
chance of confirmation. In a recent inter- 
view with the president a Boston Herald cor- 
respondent reported him as having said: 
„What I understand by civil-service reform, 
as I am carrying it out, is that the office- 
holders shall be divorced from politics while 
they fill their positions under this govern- 


ment. That rule I have meant to stand by. 
It was, therefore, suggested by the WORLD

New Tonk, February 8.—Mme. Slavatsky, 
the seer, Col. Olcott, the hierophant, and the 
mystic religion of theosophy, are beginning to 
be talked about in certain social circles of the 
city again. Every one will remember the 
strange progress made by the Russian Countess 
Blavatsky, afew years ago, to propagate here 
the religion of Buddha, and how, after scat- 
tering the ashes of Baron de Palm in the sea, 
she went to India and has since been spread- 
ing her new doctrine there and in Europe. A 
meeting of the first ofa series to be, was held 
on arecent Thursday in the parlors of a well- 
known New York lady, a member of the Sorosis, 
living in Twenty-eighth street, near Fifth 
avenue, at which Krishnarao B. Bullel, a 
Hindoo Buddist, delivered an explanatory 
lecture to the neophytes present. 

The purposes of the society were explained 
by the older theosophists, who then proceed- 
ed to a reorganization of what was originally 
the present society, but it is now only a 
branch. The lady referred to is one of the 
latest, and one of the most enthusiastic of the 
converts of the society, and has made her 
residence its headquarters for the present. 

She said last evening to the Post-DISPATCH 
correspondent: ‘‘We do not expect the same 
kind of an interest to be awakened now that 
was awakened by Mme. Blavatsky. She 
succeeded, as few persons, if any, 
could, in arousing the interest and fastening 
the attention of the public. All kinds of per- 
sons were attracted by her wonderful gifts, 
and among them were many who cared pri- 
marily or perhaps altogether for 

THE PHENOMENA OF THEOSOPHY. 

Now, we do not expect to attract anybody by 
mere phenomena, for there is no one here to 
produce them. Allwho come will come de- 
cause attracted by the doctrine itself. Un- 
derstand me,’’ she added, ‘‘I don’t mean that 
Mme. Blavatsky used phenomena for sucha 
purpose, but tbat very many persons were un- 
doubtedly attracted to her by the fame of her 
powers in that direction.’’ 

When, nine years ago, the Post-DISPATCH

constant visitors, and the delighted listeners to 
her fascinating conversation. The talk, which 
Tanged over the widest latitudes of free 
thought, was most often on magic and magical 
powers, and hierophant Olcott was as earnest 
as Mme. Blavatsky herself in his explanations 
of how the true theosophist would be able b 
years of devotion to develop powers of whic 
the average man of the world knows and be- 
lieves nothing at all.

HISTORY OF THE SOCIETY. 

The history of the society, however, is in- 
teresting.

this, or about eight years ago, Mme. Blavat- 
sky and Col. Olcott removed to India. They 
were accompanied by two other members 
who have since seceded from the society—the 
English artist, Wimbredge, and an English 
lady, Miss Bates. The = was received in 
India with great consideration, and began at 
once the work of building up among Aryans 
the Theosophical society. Concerning the great 
spread of their influence among the natives 
for at least six years there is no question. 
They established themselves on a small.estate 
of some twenty-two acres on the banks of the 
Adya river, just to the south of the city of 
Madras. Mr. Wm. Q. Judge, a lawyer of this

These 
charges were made to the Scotch Presbyterian 
mission in Madras and were published soon 
afterwards all over the world. Theoso- 
phists everywhere were perfectly convinced 
that Mme. Coulomb was a malicious 
slanderer, and those who had always believed 
Mme. Blavatsky to be a fraud—and there are 
very many such—were fully confirmed in that 
belief. me. Blavatsky, after being vindi- 
cated by the society, resigned the position of 
corresponding secre and settled herself at 
the work of writing her book, ‘‘The Secret 
Doctrine,’’ at which she is nowbusy. Her 
residence is now in the Ludwig Strasse, in 
Germany.

a NEWSBOY’S YARN. 


The Alleged Movement to Make Mr. Soto 
President of Ronduras. 

NEw Tonk, February 8.—Loungers in the 
cheap lodging houses and around the saloons 
of the fourth ward were both amused and in- 
credulous yesterday over a filibustering story 
told by anewsboy and professional pedestrian, 
Stephen Bradie. Sradie’s narrative was to 
the effect that one James Halliday and another 
man, whose real name is not mentioned, 
induced his brother Tom and some two dozen 
others, mostly guests of the'25-cent lodging 
houses, to take passage on the steamship San 
Domingo, of the Clyde line, which sailed from 
here on last Thursday. They were to get their 
board and $30 a moſth to go to South America, 
pull rubber on a newly discovered rubber 
field and fight any Indians who might inter- 
rupt them in their work. The twenty-five 
men, so the story ran, met at the shipping 
office of William Jones, No. 23 
Old Slip. The manner of éngaging 
them was 50 curious that some 


of the men, including the story-tellers, de- 
serted at the last moment. As the vessel was 
* her pier, the newsboy had a conversa- 
tion withthe man without a name, who took 
him completely into his confidence, and said 
the men had not been engaged to pick rubber, 
but to join the filibustering expedition of Gen. 
Del Grado, who is in command of the City of 
Mexico,and who is trying to effect a landing in 
Honduras, with the object of starting a revo- 
lution the re to overthrow President Bogram, 
and put Mr. Marco Amelia Soto into his place.

IN THE INTEREST OF MR. SOTO. 

It was further stated in the story, that upon 
a visit being aid to Mr. Soto at 
his house, at Fifth avenue, the 
man without a name was seated in one parlor, 
while Mr. Soto, in another, denied knowing or 
ever seeing him, and notwithstanding the 
denial he went out several times and talked to 
this person. Wm. P. Clyde, said last night: 
The story would be very good if true. In 
the first place, the vessel did not sail for South 
America, but for San Domingo, and will stop 
at Turk's Island now, for the arms and ammu- 
nition which are said to be on board. Itis not 
unusual for us to ship them, as we have orten 
done so in the past forthe government of San 
Domingo.

I have been presi- 
dent of Honduras for seven years. That is 
moor honor for one who is only 38 years 
old.’

A BLASPHEMEDR’S FATE. 


A Strange and Mysterious Occurrence at 
Millersburg, Pa. 
NEw YORK, February 8.—The following Har- 
risburg, Pa., special says: News of astrange 
and mysterious occurrence at Millersburg, 
Dauphin county, has been received here. On 
Thursday morning there was a jovial crowd in 
a hotel there, and while they were imbibing, 
Samuel Matter entered. Matter was well 
known throughout the county as a patent 
medicine peddler, and was 55 yearsold. His 
wife died in the alms-house, and since then he 
has been living near this place. Shortly after 
Matter entered, a discussion on religious sub- 
jects arose. The sacramentof the Lord’s sup- 
per, was talked about. Matter became very 
earnest in histalk, and, finally, dared the men 
to indulge in an imitation of the 


Lord's supper. They agreed to have it with 
beer and bread, and accordingly, a glass was 
filled with that beverage. They then knelt in 
mock humility, and, with the beer in one 
hand and bread in the other, Matter went 
along, givinga bitand a sup to each. Sud- 
denly, when he was about through, a strange 
noise was heard, and looking up the men saw 
a sight that ‘‘made their blood run cold and 
froze the marrow in their bones.’’ As near as 
the scared men could describe it, they declare 
that it was an immense, Il formed and foul 
beast, with great cloven feet, pointed horns and 
eyes that flashed fire. With wild yells, they 
rushed out into the open air and scattered in 
every direction. 2 all of them reached 
home, except Matter, who was away for a long 
time, and at last he arrived, a maniac. He 
was put to bed and doctors called in, but they 
could do nothing for him. He raved, howled 
and prayed, deciaring that he had seen the 
evil one and that he was lost. His torture was 
terrible, but nothing could be done to relieve 
him, and he died in the wildest agony. The 
death-bed scene is said to have been full of 
horrors that can hardly be described.’’
